Where they stay between jobs: At George Lucas' Skywalker Ranch near 
San Francisco, California 

How they make those bleeping sounds; Created by sound designers 
after a movie is filmed 

How R2s move: Sometimes the wheels move by a remote-controlled 
battery-powered engine, sometimes R2 is pulled on wires, and sometimes 
actor Kenny Baker sits inside and rocks the droid back and forth.

What gave you the idea for

There are more than 1,500 species of cicadas, but all have a similar life story. 
Young cicadas (called nymphs) hatch in tree branches and fall to the ground.
